Call from Isle Royale leads to help 


The rescue of an injured Ameri- 
can woman from the central part 
of Isle Royale Wednesday night 
may not have been possible if it 
wasn't for the efforts of members 
of the Lakehead Amateur Radio 
Club. 

The woman, whose name has 
not been released, broke her arm 
while hiking on the Lake Superior 
island and was taken to a Michi- 
gan hospital by a Thunder Bay air 
ambulance helicopter late 
Wednesday. The evacuation came 
after members of the Lakehead 
Amateur Radio Club heard a dis- 
tress call sent from a hand-held 
radio on the island. 

Robert Pirkel, an amateur ra- 
dio operator also hiking in the 
U.S. national park, walked 612 ki- 
lor *“es up a mountain trail in 
oru. to establish radio contact 
and request help. 

It is not clear whether Pirkel 
just came by the woman or was 

er companion on the trail. 

“He called Thunder Bay,” ex- 
plained James St. Cyr, president 
of the Lakehead club. ‘‘That was 
the only place he knew he could 
get help.’ ; 

(The island lies about 65 ki- 
lometres south of the Thunder 
Bay waterfront.) 

St. Cyr said Thursday that Pir- 
kel and the woman were near 
Lake Richie in the centre of the is- 
land and it would have been an 
11'4-kilometre walk over rough 
terrain for Pirkel to reach the 


could not be reached for com- 
ment. 

The distress call, made between 
7:30 p.m. and 8 p.m., was an- 
swered by amateur radio opera- 
tor Mike Grundy of Kaministi- 
quia, just west.of Thunder Bay. 
St. Cyr, who lives in Thunder Bay 
and was in a better location to call 
authorities, continued commu- 
nications. 

Fifteen frustrating minutes 
wasted trying to patch calls 
through Bell Canada and Michi- 
gan Telephone made St. Cyr de- 
cide to patch calls through his 
own phone. ON 

He patched calls through to the 
Canadian and American coast 
guards and the U.S. park service. 
St. Cyr said neither the Canadian 
nor the American coast guards 
were capable of monitoring the 
frequency of Pirkel’s radio. 

St. Cyr’s radio is in his truck 
and at one point Wednesday night 
he had to drive the vehicle to Hill- 
crest Park to improve reception. 

St. Cyr was informed by Ron 
Sanders, a park ranger on Isle 
Royale, that an air ambulance 
was dispatched from Thunder 
Bay to rescue the woman and take 
her to a hospital in Houghton, 
Mich. 

Gail Olson, a spokesman for 
Portage View Hospital in Hough- 
ton, confirmed Thursday that a 
woman was treated for a broken 
arm and released but would give 
no further details.

ager of the air ambulance section 
of the Ontario Ministry of health, 
said the request for the air ambu- 
lance came from a ham radio op- 
erator but St. Cyr said the request 
was processed through the U.S. 
Coast Guard. Officials there were 
unavailable for comment. 


St. Cyr said radio contact be- 
tween Thunder Bay and the man 
on the island lasted about two 
hours while preparations for the 
rescue were being made. 

Turner said the helicopter am- 
bulance was dispatched at 8:58 
p.m. and arrived at 9:18 p.m. He 
said the ambulance did not leave 
for Houghton until 10 p.m. 

“Apparently they had some dif- 
ficulty finding her,” Turner said.
